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Holstein Cattle in Mexico 


Editor’s Note—The accompanying story re- By G. W. KNOBLANCH 


garding conditions in Mexico, particularly with 

respect to the dairy industry, throws some 

light on a situation that has doubtless received 

too little attention from the most of us. It appears that as 
soon as Mexico finds herself—whenever that may be—there will 
be opened up a vast and profitable field for Holstein develop- 
ment—a field that should not be overlooked in making our plans 
for the future. 


HE Federal District of Mexico, corresponding to our 
7 own District of Columbia, embraces Mexico City, the 

capital of the Republic of Mexico and its suburbs. 
It lies at the western end of what is known as the Valley 
of Mexico, a nearly level plain some sixty miles long by 
fifteen or 
twenty wide 
enclosed by 
lofty moun- 
tains. This 
plain, the 
floor of the 
valley, was 
at‘one time 
the bottom 
of a_ lake 
which ow- 
ing partly to

in Mexico, and individual animals occur in 
most dairies, but of late years Holsteins 
were introduced and now virtually all the 
dairy cattle brought into Mexico are of that breed. It is 
true there are Jerseys, but in so small numbers that they 
scarcely deserve mention. 

The Holstein cattle of Mexico are almost all imported 
from the United States, by far the greater part of them 
from the Middle and Western States—Illinois, Missouri, 
Texas and California. Practically all are grades, generally 
of a fair quality. The number of cattle annually imported

It is, 
therefore, not surprising that is is here that the dairy 
business industry has reached its greatest development. 
Since climatic conditions and the lack of refrigerating fa- 
cilities make long shipments of milk impracticable in 
Mexico, the dairies are located as close as possible to the 
point of consumption of their product. As a result, agri- 
cultural land near Mexico City is in great demand, com- 
mands very high prices and is frequently intensively cul- 
tivated. 

The first improved dairy strain of cattle to be imported 
was the Brown Swiss. Herds of these are still to be found 


lack of good sires the progeny is deteriorating through in- 
breeding and the crossing of Holstein cows with scrub na- 
tive stock. 

Generally speaking dairymen in Mexico who wished to 
enlarge their herds or to make up losses did so by pur- 
chase rather than depend on their own increase. In the 
individual case this may have been economical, but for 
the country at large it was a wasteful method, which will 
probably disappear when the Holstein industry is more 
firmly established in Mexico than it is at present. If proper 
regard is paid to local conditions, no reason exists why 
Holsteins cannot be bred and raised as successfully there 
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as elsewhere. The climate of the Federal District is a very 
equable one, being neither very hot in summer nor cold in 
winter. Barns are not necessary. The typical housing of 
cattle are open sheds, generally ranged around the inside of 
a large courtyard enclosed by high walls and known as a 
“patio,” entrance to which is had by one or more large 
doorways. The cows stand with their heads toward the 
walls, the roof of the shed extending back two or three 
feet beyond the drop. The older patios are paved with 
cobble-stones, while many of the newer ones have concrete 
pavement, at least under the cows. Stanchions are not 
used, the cows being chained to the feed-racks. A watering 
trough, called “pila,” generally of brick or concrete, ex- 
tends down the middle of the 
patio, and this trough is used 
also for feeding the grain. 

Some dairies own no agri- 
cultural land, depending on 
buying all of their feed; to 
cater to their needs a large 
traffic in green and dry fod- 
der has sprung up. Other 
concerns own or rent farm 
land, and grow their own 
roughage, but few dairymen 
possess enough capital to ac- 
Quire tracts of any great size, 
the price of land near Mexico 
City ranging from $400.00 in 
our money per acre upwards. 
It is evident that at these 
figures the ownership of land 
involves a considerable out- 
lay, so that the dairyman as 
a rule prefers to rent rather 
than to buy. Even rents are 
high, being calculated on a six per cent return, land valued 
at $400 an acre renting for 24 dollars an acre annually. 

There is good agricultural land in the Federal District, 
though much of it is impregnated with alkali. This evil may 
be combatted by various methods, which cannot here be 
described in detail; at all events, with proper care it is 
possible to grow a variety of crops, such as alfalfa, corn, 
beets or mangelwurzels, and barley, which are the prin- 
cipal forms of green roughage in use. 

Alfalfa yields 3 or 4 cuttings a year. Owing to the fact 
that it makes its growth in the rainy season, during which 
there are heavy showers daily, alfalfa cannot be cured in 
this section, and must be fed green. In this form it may be 
obtained from April uptil the end of October. Green corn 
fodder is also largely used, the Indian market gardeners 
of the Federal District cutting the corn-tops after the ears 
are formed, and selling them to the dairies. This involves 
an immense amount of work, and would not be practicable 
except where labor is cheap. On large ranches this meth- 
od cannot be employed. Here the dry corn-stover is passed 
through a shredder, and if it is to be transported, baled. 
This, together with wheat and barley straw is almost the 
only dry roughage found in Mexico. Alfalfa hay is pro- 
duced in the semi-arid districts, but on account of its high 
price it is little used, and of other hay there is practically 
none. 

Beets or mangelwurzels do exceedingly well in the 
alkaline soil of the Federal District and are grown on a 
large scale. They possess one very marked advantage 
over other feeds in that, because of the mildness of the 
climate, they may be left in the ground without injury un- 
til they are needed. They are therefore available all 
through the winter, when other green feeds are scarce. 
Green barley is also used as a feed, but not to the same ex- 
tent as the other crops mentioned. At times it is possible 
to eke out one’s supply of green roughage with cabbage 
leaves or carrots which are sold in great quantities by the 
Indian market-gardeners, but this is true of certain re- 
stricted localities only. 

Various concentrated feeds like bran, cotton-seed meal 
and brewers’ grains are produced in Mexico and were sold 
a few years ago at prices which compared favorably with 
those prevailing here. Silos, however, have not proved a 
success there,. owing perhaps to the inexperience of the 
experimenters, though what with the high price of corn 
it is doubtful if the other crops enumerated would not 
prove more economical in the long run. 

Cattle imported from the north frequently fall victims 
to the Texas fever, a disease from which native stock is 
immune. It is transmitted entirely by a certain kind of 
cattle tick and may be prevented by keeping imported 
stock rigidly separated from native cattle and by not 
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allowing them to graze on tick-infested pastures. Curious- 
ly enough, very young calves do not contract the disease 
and if exposed to the bite of the fever tick they soon 
acquire the same immunity enjoyed by native animals. If, 
however, they are later removed from the tick-infested 
areas, they in time lose this immunity. Adult animals 
cannot be safely exposed for once they contract Texas 
fever, death is certain, there being no known remedy. 

Of other diseases, except those incidental to the dairy 
business elsewhere, there are none worth noting. The high 
altitude of the region in question however, exercises an 
injurious effect on stock coming from the lowlands and is 
said to shorten their lives. I can well believe this, as the 
strain on the heart and lungs 
of human beings bred at low- 
er levels is perceptible, 

It would take me too long 
to discuss the labor situation 
of Mexico. Suffice it to say 
that it is by no means as bad 
as is frequently asserted, and 
that as much depends on the 
employer as on the employee. 

Dirty, ignorant and _ in- 
clined to petty thievery as 
the Mexican peon is, with 
proper handling he will do a 
surprising amount of work. 
His wages, judged by the 
standards of this country, are 
low. Three or four years ago 
milkers received, in Mexican 
currency $1.25 a day, team- 
sters $1.00 and unskilled la- 
bor 75 cents. This was enough 
to satisfy the peon’s wants, 
which were not great. Today wages in Mexico are doubt- 
less very much higher. Each milker milked, cleaned and 
took care of about 12 cows. While this does not look like 
a big day’s work, it is fair to state that on the whole 
greater care is exercised in the Federal District in keeping 
the cattle and premises clean than in some of our own 
dairying sections. This may surprise those who think of 
Mexico as a land where cleanliness is not considered one 
of the cardinal virtues; so far as the dairy herds of the 
Federal District are concerned, the statement holds good. 

The prices obtained for milk were excellent. While our 
own farmers were struggling along under 2% and 3 cent 
milk, the dairymen of Mexico were receiving from 10 to 
12 cents Mexican money (5 to 6 cents U. S. currency) per 
liter, which is a trifle over a quart. The retailer would 
himself call for the milk, and very often he paid cash for 
it daily. Some few dairies which catered to the wealthier 
classes bottled and delivered their own product, but the 
expense connected with such deliveries more than offset the 
higher price received, which was from 20 to 25 cents 
Mexican money per liter. One item is worth noting: the 
Mexican, particularly the Mexican of the poorer classes 
prefers milk warm from the cow to that which has been 
cooled. This is an additional reason for having the dairies 
close to town. It also necessitates two daily deliveries and 
milking hours so timed that the milk may reach the city 
when it is wanted: at about 6 a. m. and 4.30 p. m. This 
is true only of the milk sent in bulk; the bottled product 
must be cooled, but it also is delivered twice daily. 

Political and economical conditions today are not such 
as to tempt Americans to engage in enterprises in Mexico,

least of all in a business as vulnerable as dairying, nor. 


does there appear to be any prospect of improvement. 
Whether or not Mexico can henceworth govern herself 
successfully remains to be seen; if she does, she should 
offer a splendid market for dairy cattle as few if any have 
been brought into the country in the last few years, while 
the herds must have diminished considerably, partly from 
natural causes, partly due to losses at the hands of 
predatory bands of revolutionists. As I have already 
stated, little regard has been paid to the raising of young 
stock, and undoubtedly the quality of such calves as are 
born now is poor from the lack of pure bred bulls. Under 
these circumstances there must be a great shortage of 
good dairy cattle in Mexico, and it would be well; as soon 
as conditions warrant it, for the breeders of Holsteins in 
this country to look into the possibilities of our neighboring 
republic as a market for their surplus cows.

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Advertising as a Modern Help 


HE World has had under consideration a series of 

I editorial articles on Modern Helps to Dairying em- 

bracing such essentials as automobiles, of which 

we have already spoken, trucks, milking machines, dairy 

equipment, tractors and ventilation outfits. We have been 

preparing a rather painstaking review of the advantages of 

each of these in connection with dairy husbandry for pub- 
lication in early issues of the World. 

But there is one Modern Help to Dairying or rather to 
pure bred raising that is so important as to overshadow 
most of those helps mentioned above which are of a pure: 
ly mechanical nature. Let us study for a moment the ad- 
vantages of advertising. N 

What is advertising? Some people think it a bugbear. 
Some think it a bore. Some come nearer the truth and 
pronounce it a Godsefid which it is, and we speak from 
the advertisers standpoint at that. Advertising is the art 
of selling. It’s a plain business proposition and the ad- 
vantages that it brings are essential to the conduct of every 
successful business. 

Advertising saves travel which is expensive. Advertis- 
ing creates new markets, makes new friends, is the per- 
sonal representative of the advertiser in a thousand places 
at once. It is all over in a minute and the correct appeal 
to the right people is sure to bring results just as the cor- 
rect argument to the man in a receptive mood during a 
personal interview will sell that man the goods the sales- 
man is endeavoring to place with hm. 

The selection of the right medium has a great deal to 
do with the success of advertising and the form that ad- 
vertising takes still more. Advertising bases its ability 
upon its power to attract. It must therefore be compelling 
in quality drawing the attention of the reader and enlisting 
his interest. These essentials may be secured for any 
advertisement by the application of a whole lot of common 
sense and a little expert knowledge. 

An advertisement set in the same type that the reading 
matter of the paper in which it appears is set, is not at- 
tractive. Common sense tells us that. It must be different, 
stand out, command attention. When we talk tirough an 
advertisement we talk to a vast audience made up of 
people of all different degrees of understanding and ability 
to comprehend the message we bring. Our language there- 
fore must be simple, plain, direct It is unnecessary to 
state that we must deal only in facts and know well what 
we are talking about. We could not hope to be successful 
salesmen without these. These are the essentials and they 
must be present if the advertising is to be successful. 
There are other details such as spacing, proper type faces 
and illustrations, all of which are important and most of 
which the average breeder should leave to people trained 
in handling such details.

Who needs advertising? Everybody. There is none so 
well known as to require no publicity to accompany his 
selling plan. The more successful: a man is the more 
advertising he buys and the more advertising he buys the 
more successful he is. Advertising is responsible for 
practically every great success in the business of breed- 
ing Holsteins as it is for practically every success in every 
line of endeavor. We speak now, of course of the broader 
application of the term advertising, although nearly always 
when advertising is spoken of newspaper advertising ig 
meant. 

A man wrote us the other day that he had nothing to 
sell. Did he now? How about good will? Good will isn’t a 
visible asset. It’s really a hard matter to set a definite 
value upon it but it represents oftentimes more than the 
land, herd and equipment and everything else that the 
breeder has. Good will is the accumulation of all the years 
of business a man has passed through plus his reputation 
for fair dealing. Good will represents wonderful advertis- 
ing value but it must be sold constantly to be worth any- 
thing and advertising is the only reliable sales agent we 
have ever known in the business of marketing good will. 

We like to read a little trade paper called Printers Ink 
pretty well. It’s chuck full of good ideas on advertising and 
selling, ideas that all of us can profit by. Here is an ex- 


_tract from a recent editorial in Printer’s Ink upon this 


subject of advertising: 

Certain people still persist in regarding advertising 
as an ornamental but entirely useless fifth wheel that 
has been tagged on to business. Much of the oppo- 
sition to advertising that breaks out spasmodically in 
Congress and elsewhere is due to this warped view of 
the subject. We have often wondered if advertising 
men aren’t themselves to blame that their work is so 
frequently misunderstood. Somehow they have allowed 
the idea to spread that advertising is some mysterious 
force, akin to hypnotism, that subtly wiggles money 
out of the pockets of its involuntary victims. Fiddle- 
sticks! There is nothing strange or mysterious or 
supernatural about advertising, and the cause is not 
helped by letting people think that there is. 

Advertising is nothing but selling. That is all it is 
and that is all anyone can make out of it. It is a very 
simple, easily understood subject when shorn of its 
mystifying terms. 

Whenever an advertising agnostic is encountered, 
if the matter were patiently explained to him in this 
light, it should not be hard to make a convert. Tell 
him that advertising differs from personal salesman- 
ship only to the extent that it sells to thousands 
simultaneously instead of to individuals. It is a quick 
and inexpensive way to carry the sales appeal to 
multitudes. It is a short cut to the buyer in the mass. 

That’s what the Holstein breeder needs and we know 
it—a short cut to the buyer in the mass. He cannot hope 
to realize all that his efforts are worth if he exposes them 
only to the approval of his hcme town folks. Let the world 
know that you can breed better Holsteins and that path to 
your door is assured. 

Advertising is the only cheap way we know to let the 
other fellow know what you have. It is cheap, quick and 
efficient. It is a necessity. 





Two New Drafts 


HE new Draft Law, providing for the registration of 
y citizens between the ages of 18 and 45 years, will, 

roughly speaking, double the number of Americans 
under arms. It is expected to become effective at an 
opportune moment, for Germany, staggering under the on- 
slaught of the first Americans engaged on the Western 
front, and stunned by the truth regarding the effectiveness 
of the American as a soldier, will learn that President 
Wilson’s promise of all that we have and are for the 
cause of liberty, was no idle figure of speech. 

The raising of this immense army will mean the rais- 
ing of large sums of money for its equipment and its 
protection. There must be a new draft of money as well 
as of men. Consequently, a Fourth Liberty Loan will be 
issued in a few weeks.. 

Now if the men of America up to forty-five years are 
prepared cheerfully to accept the summons to. go into 
the trenches and risk their lives, there can be no grumb- 
ling on the part of a single individual, when, being relieved 
of this obligation, he is simply asked to lend his dollars at a 
fair rate of interest. 

There will not be grumbling, there will be enthusiastic 
response. But we: must not let our enthusiasm run away 
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with us. It has been remarked by those who have studied 
the American soldiers at the front that they take their 
new duties very soberly and seriously. They realize that 
pesting Germany is something more than a flag-waving 
performance. We at home must also realize the same fact. 
Hard work, co-operation, systematic service are needed to 
make the Fourth Liberty Loan a big success. Let us begin 
today to apply these to preparations for the coming cam-

California Holstein Notes 


California Holsteindom is entering 
upon the greatest sales season in the 
history of the breed on the Pacific 
Coast. The fall promises to be re- 
plete with events of interest. All of the 
sales will be held under the supervi- 
sion of the California Breeders Sales 
and Pedigree Company of which C. 
L. Hughes is Sales Manager. 

W. H. Ginn & Sons of Corcoran, 
Kings County, have decided to hold 
their dispersal sale October 10th at 
Corcoran. The annual Modesto sale 
will be held at that place some time in 
October, but the date has not yet been 
set. A. W. Morris & Sons Corporation 
of Woodland will sell November 12th 
on the Morris farm in Yolo County, 
Because of the fame of this breeding 
farm, it is probable that buyers from 
all parts of the West will attend.

A. W. Morris & Sons, Bridgford Com- 
pany and Charles Yocum. 

Though the annual California Guar- 
anty sale at Sacramento is still some 
time off, Manager Hughes already is 
making plans for it. He proposes mak- 
ing it the biggest event of Holstein an- 
nals on the Pacific Coast, though the 
record of last December is something 
to “shoot at.” 

Tillie Alcartra, the famous Morris 
cow, how on a record-breaking year’s 
test, was never in better condition at 
this stage of a 12-months performance 
than she is today in spite of the fact 
that she is still milking as never be- 
fore. 

Just as a sample of what she is do- 
ing—during the week ending August. 
24th, Tillie averaged 95 pounds a day 
and one day she made 99% pounds of 
milk, though she is approaching the 
close of her eighth month. As near as 
can be estimated at this time, Tillie 
will make 23,960 pounds of milk in 240 
days. She is getting sixteen pounds of 
grain daily and is feeding in an alfalfa 
pasture. 

Ordinarily when a cow has been 
milking so long and so strenuously 
her udder begins to break down, but 
Tillie’s is in splendid condition and 
she promises to continue milking 
throughout the twelve months at a 
marvelous rate. From appearances 
now she will establish a new milk 
record which will be one of the most 
remarkable in dairying annals.

South American buyers continue to 
be attracted by California Holsteins 
as evidenced recently by the visit to 
this State of Rafael Larco of Peru, 
who came to obtain foundation stock. 
Larco is a sugar cane planter and 
he farms some 100,000 acres. He has 
found a place for live stock in his 
operations and chose Holsteins for 
the dairy. 

Included in his purchases in Califor- 
nia was the young bull, King Pontiac 
Segis Korndyke, out of Laurameka, 
bought from the Palo Alto Stock Farm 
of which M. H. Tichenor is President. 
Laurameka recently completed a rec- 
ord of 33.90 pounds of butter in sev- 
en days and she was a State record 
holder as a four-year-old. 

From Tichenor, Larco also bought 
two heifers. Some beef cattle and 
horses were bought from other breed- 
ers in the State and Harry Lilly, a 
dairyman of experience, was taken to 
Peru in charge of the consignment to 
put the livestock venture into opera- 
tion. 

This is the second man from South 
America within the last year to pur- 
chase California Holsteins as the nu- 
cleus of a new herd. Some months ago 
E. Susaeta of Santiago, Chili, bought a 
herd of Holsteins in California, mak- 
ing purchases at the Stanford, Vina 
Ranch, Sale, from the Napa State 
Hospital, from A. W. Morris & Sons 
and from breeders who consigned to 
Sacramento sales. 





In spite of the labor situation, which 
has been particularly acute with dairy- 
men, a number of California Holstein 
breeders have been able to fit their 
animals for show at the State Fair 


. this year and it is expected that com- 


petition will be as keen as usual. Dur- 
ing the week the California Holstein 
Breeders Association will hold a din- 
ner and plans for the future will be 
discussed. Among the herds which 
have been entered for the State Fair 
show are those of H. J. Long of Ma- 
son, Nevada; J. S. Gibson Company 
of Williams, J. D. Patterson of Pat- 
terson, Bridgford Company of Knight- 
sen, H. E. Vogle of Fresno, J. L. Har- 
lan Company of Woodland and Napa 
State Hospital of Napa. This will be 
Long’s first year to show. He is re- 
ported to have the finest herd in the 
State of Nevada. Nevada Holsteins 
have not been shown at Sacramento 
since Professor Gordon H. True left 
the University of Nevada to come to 
this State. In the days of his regime 


there, the University herd was shown 
every year in Sacramento. 

Buyers from outside of the State 
are becoming more and more attracted 
by the California Holsteins. It is be- 
lieved that during the last six months, 
sales to breeders in other States have 
reached a greater total than ever be- 
fore. Among the recent sales were 
those of bulls by Frederick W. Kiesel 
of Sacramento, president of the Cali- 
fornia Holstein-Friesian Association 
and owner of Jane Garden Farm. 

Kiesel sold two young bulls, one to 
J. W. Hendricks of Richmond, Utah, 
and the other to Mark Bond of Liv- 
ingston, Idaho. Both of these breeders 
came to California to select the ani- 
mals they wanted.

These tests 
made in the eight months division af- 
ter calving, good as they are, no doubt 
would have been better, had not that 
extremely hot weather happened along 
during the test (July 26 to Aug. 2).

Mr. Arthur A. Hartshorn, another member of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Sales Pavilion Company, spoke in 
hearty approval of Mr. Moyer’s sale methods and the ad- 
vantages of a guaranteed sale. Other prominent members 
expressed their opinion as in hearty sympathy with such 
a sale and volunteered their best efforts to assist. 

It was finally voted to make a determined effort to put 
on such a sale on December 18, 19 and 20, 1918, that the 
secretary of the club notify all members having cattle

The importance of replacing scrub bulls with pure bred 
Holsteins is appreciated by the Chemung Valley Holstein 
Breeders Association with headquarters at Elmira, N. Y. 
as indicated by a half page advertisement they are carry- 
ing in their local farm bureau news. This advertisement 
features the experiments recently conducted by Prof. Gil- 
lette of Iowa, with the actual figures of production for a 
group of scrub cows, of their daughters by a pure bred 
Holstein bull and the daughters of these daughters by 
another pure bred Holstein bull. These figures showed 
that the first generation of grades produced 94 per cent 
more milk and 52 per cent more fat than their dams and 
the granddaughters with two crosses of pure Holstein 
breeding averaged 245 per cent more milk and 168 per cent 


more fat than the original scrub dams. The moral ig ob- 
vious and this should prove a great object lesson to the 
Chemung County “cow-keepers” who are using scrub 
bulls. Practical education of this sort will eventually 
make dairymen out of them.

HELP AVOID BURLAP SHORTAGE 


The Food Administration has issueg 
a circular giving facts, figures ang 
recommendations concerning the bur. 
lap situation. In view of the scarcity 
of this material and its importance ag 
a food and feed container the follow- 
ing recommendations are made by 
the Food Administration. 

Here are the Food Administration’s 
requests: 

Burlap is valuable. Save the present 
supply, reserving enough on farms for 
probable future needs. 

There is a good demand for second- 
hand bags at fair prices. Put surplus 
bags back into the channels of trade. 

Even fertilizer bags can be saved 
unless acid fertilizers are allowed to 
remain in them too long. Empty the 
bags at once, wash and dry them. Su- 
gar bags, after emptying, should also 
be washed and dried. 

You need not mend torn bags that 
are to be sold. Bag manufacturers 
have special facilities for doing this 
work and they prefer to do it. 

Allow no burlap or bags to mildew 
or to be damaged by storing in a damp 
place. Keep them clean and dry. 

Any waste of burlap adds to the na- 
tional demand, which in turn causes 
an economic pressure for shipping 
from India. Saving burlap helps to 


save shipping to supply the American - 


armed forces abroad.

A large enclosure will be provided 
for a well babies clinic to be held, 
and the co-operation of the Children’s 
Bureau of the U. S. Department of La- 
bor; State, local, as well as National 
Children’s Welfare Workers are being 
enlisted in this great movement that 
is designed to emphasize the impor. 
tance of keeping children growing by 
supplying them all that they need. 

Science has shown that growing 
children not only require the usual 
proteins and carbo-hydrate foods, but 
that proper mineral matters must be 
supplied, that their bones may grow, 
and that they must have that unknown 
protective something which is secured 
only in the mother’s breast milk or in 
the milk of man’s foster mother—the 
dairy cow.

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SILO CAMPAIGN ON IN MISSOURI 

What is to be done with corn in its 
present condition? This is the most 
important question before Missouri 
farmers today. The Missouri Council 
of Defense, the State Board of Agri- 
culture, the University of Missouri 
College of Agriculture and the farm 
bureaus of the state co-operating are 
striving to help farmers by putting on 
a campaign over the state to increase 
the number of silos. 

The campaign will be conducted 
through the county chairman of the 
various counties. Arrangements have 
been made with the College of Agri- 
culture and the State Board of Agri- 


’ eulture to furnish speakers for silo 


meetings—probably not more than two 
meetings in a county. The county farm 
bureau has been officially recognized 
as the organization having definite 
charge of the agricultural work in 
those counties where there are farm 
bureaus. In such counties the county 
chairman, the county agent and the 
officers of the farm bureau will togeth- 
er plan the silo drive for their individ- 
ual county. In counties having no 
farm bureau, the county chairman may 
call in a number of progressive men in 
the county to help him look after the 
details of the drive. 

The aim of the campaign is to in- 
crease the number of silos through- 
out the state by giving information to 
prospective silo builders, to organize 
the work in the county so that the man 
who is undecided may be put in touch 
with the best information on silos, 
and to furnish information on how to 
build and fill the silo.
